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expert Alistair Kelman has warned 
that the Law Commission's anti- 
hacking recommendations: published 
last week will lead to innocent young 
computer users being lured into 
criminal activities. 1 

He claims that the recommendations — 
which are almost certain to pass into law 
— are too heavy-handed and are effective- 
ly a “blackmail charter". Kelman, who 
has himself compiled a report on com- 
puter crime for the Home Office, argues 

that the bottom tier of the Law Commis- 
sion’s report is “short sighted”. 

lt recommends that hackers who break 
into computer systems for fun —even if 
they cause no damage - face a maxi- 
mum prison sentence of three months. 

Kelman told Express: "If you're a young 
hacker who receives a criminal record 
for breaking into a computer system and 
saying boo-har it's going to be easier to 
get deeper into this whole affair. These 
young hackers will be open to approach- 
es from wrongdoers ." 

He added: "If a young hacker is 
approached by a confidence trickster 
he's hardly going to report it to the 
police. Instead of investigating it they will 
arrest him; that's the way they operate. 

"Anyone who previously broke into 
computers for fun might now be tempted 
to wipe important data or do more dam- 
age. You might as well be hanged for a 
sheep as for a lamb." 

He called bedroom hackers "the 
world's innocents”, and said they would 
be susceptible to advances from crimi- 
nals. 

“Hacking is a solo activity and the peo- 
ple who do it spend a lot of time alone 
with their computers. They are thus 
impressionable young people. If this 
report becomes law it could do untold 
damage to otherwise innocent people.”

An incredibly fast PC was last week 
launched by US company Hewlett-

Trespassers will be 


prosecuted? 

It is difficult to know how to approach 
hacking. The easiest way to visualise it is 
probably as the electronic equivalent of 
‘trespassing; destroying or stealing data by 
copying could be regarded as the equiva- 
lent of destroying or stealing property, and 
while hacking with intent to steal would be 
an offence, innocent hacking - the equiva- 
lent, perhaps, of walking harmlessly across 
Farmer Giles's field to have a look at his 
piglets - would be OK. Like the innocent 
trespasser, the hacker would be asked to 
leave by the quickest practicable route, 
and that would be the end of it. 

But it's not that simple, of course. Tres- 
pass is a civil wrong, a tort, meaning 
essentially the police won't be involved - 
ifs up to Farmer Giles to take action 
against you himself if you've been tramp- 
ing across his fields. (And you can't be 
prosecuted for trespassing, whatever the 
signs say). 

Hacking, under the proposals from the 
Law Lords, would be a criminal offence. 
Even a curious peek at someone else's 
computer data over the phone lines, how- 
ever harmless the intent, could involve the 
police, and hence, a criminal record. It is 
this fact that is worrying many commenta- 
tors - those with a police record are the 
most likely to re-offend, and the concern is 
that the curious hacker, once drawn into а 
‘life of crime’, will go on to hack with more 
malicious intent - and more dangerous 
consequences. 

The laws as they are proposed are other- 
wise quite right. The police must have 
some clout, or their job of catching hack- 
ers - already made extremely difficult by 
the fact that hackers, like good ramblers, 
leave no traces and disturb nothing - will 
be virtually impossible, and have to rely on 
legal arcana such as theft of fractions of a 
penny of electricity. 

But the proposed laws against simple, 
plain, innocent, harmless peeking must be 
used very sparingly. Ramblers found short- 
cutting across a field are not arrested 
when the vandals who broke the farm gate 
cant be caught. Similarly, the laws if 
implemented must be kept as a deterrent, 
and not a means to find scapegoats.

The 
only sensible solution is to adopt a 320 
by 200 screen size and | believe this to 
be the approach adopted by the majority 
of UK software houses. 

(b) Sales of our software in the USA 
are also very important to us and it 
would not make economic sense to 
develop different versions for the UK and 
USA. 

(c) A larger screen would consume 
more memory - leading to fewer features 
in the game and also a slower update 
rate. A product such as F-16 Combat 
Pilot uses all available memory and ide- 
ally we could have used a lot more for 
features that had to be chopped from 
the original specification 

2. Mr Mercer clearly does not 
appreciate the extent of piracy on the 
Amiga or the magnitude of investment 
necessary to produce titles of the quality 
of F-16 Combat Pilot. 

Amiga piracy is bad news and the 
problem is getting worse, with cracked 
games arriving from various European 
countries even before the title is 
released in the UK. Overall sales per for- 
mat are falling and there comes a point 


where it is по longer possible to break 


even on the development costs. 

Protection in its various forms is our 
only means of combatting this and of 
ensuring that funds are available for the 
development of future products. We 
accept that protection is hassle for the 
honest consumer and we continue to 
search for less obtrusive ways of pro- 
tecting our investment from those who 
put our livelihoods at risk.

HERE COMMS EVERYBODY 


What is comms? 
A. Comms is the colloquial term used to 
describe communication between two 
Ш о: more computers via the public tele- 
phone network. To effect this communication 
modems are used. That's the dictionary definition, 


but there's a lot more to it than that. For most users, | 


comms is the computer equivalent of citizen's band 
radio. 

All evening and usually late into the night when 
telephone charges are at their cheapest, the comms 


enthusiast is poring over a hot keyboard and glow- | 


ing monitor using the telephone lines to make con- 
tact with remote computers, copying programs and 
data, talking via the keyboard with other computers 
users and generally exploring. 

Comms allows otherwise hermit-like computer 
people to make friends with others having similar 
interests, or to try out strange new operating sys- 
tems running on expensive mainframe and mini 
computers all through the keyboard and serial port 
of their own little home micro. 

Q. What's a modem? 


A. The modem is an electronic device which can | 


translate signals coming from your computer into a 
form that can be transmitted over ordinary tele. 
phone lines using the same methods as voice trans. 
missions, and readily understood by a computer 
connected to another modem at the receiving end. 
Modem is an acronym meaning MODulator 
DEModulator. When connected to the serial port of 
your computer, the modem encodes and sends 
(modulates) a signal via the PSTN (Public Switched 
Telephone Network - the phone system to you and 
me) which is ‘captured’ and translated (demodu. 
lated) by a receiving modem, and passed to the 
computer. In this way, computers having completely 
different architecture and operating systems can 
Swap programs and data 
Q. When I've got a modem is there anything sensi- 
bleIcan do with it? 
A. Lots! A modem will give you access to a veritable 


Aladdin's cave of free programs, banking services, | 


electronic shopping, news and information services 
AII for the price of a phone call, all easy to use and 
all from the comfort of your own keyboard. 

Most of the large public information providers 
have sections on their computers devoted to games, 


business and other programs which can be copied | 


(downloaded) to your own computer, saved to disk 
then enjoyed at leisure. One of them even allows 
you to display the latest satellite weather pictures 
from outer space almost as they happen on your 
computer's monitor. 

You can transfer funds from one bank account to 
another, buy items as diverse as flowers and elec- 
tronic spare parts, book aeroplane flights, reserve 

` theatre tickets or just talk to like-minded people 
about your favourite hobby. 


Q. What is a bulletin board and why would I want | 


to use it? 
A. A bulletin board is the computer generated 
equivalent of those cork tiles that you pin bits of 
card to at school, college or work. 

The computer with the bulletin board software 


divides the available RAM memory and drive space | 


of that machine into sections which can be accessed 
via a remote computer and modem. Each section 
contains information, programs to download and 
games to play. 

There's usually a 'chat-line' so that you can speak 
to the person responsible for the running of the bul- 
letin board (the 'sysop' or SYStem OPerator) to solve 
problems or just talk about your interests. 

One of the principle reasons for using a bulletin 
board - or BBS - is to download software. Imagine 
the traditional cork tile bulletin board. If you wanted 
to exchange or a give away a copy of a program that 
you had written, you might pop a disk into a poly- 
thene bag and pin it to the notice board with a note

The bulletin board acts as an electronic meeting 
place for those interested in swapping ideas and 
software. 
| Q. Why do people take the mickey out of comms

| A. As with any hobby that enthralls its enthusiasts 
to the point where they devote a large amount of 
| time and energy to its pursuit, there are people out-

I've heard horror stories about how compli- 
cated it all is. How much is there to learn? 

A. Very little. You must know how to unpack your

Q. How much will it cost me - outlay and tele- 
phone charges? 

A. It depends upon the micro you have at home. A 
reasonable modem alloqwing you connect to a large 
variety of BBSs, public information services etc., will 
cost you between £120 and £200. Much depends on 
whether the modem can be operated entirely by 
software or whether you have to twiddle knobs, 
speeds offered and manufacturer. Telephone 
charges are those current at the time of use. British 
Telecom provide free booklets detailing cheap rate 
charge bands such as those after 6.00pm, Saturdays 
and Sundays, high cost band rates - mid morning - 
etc., and give the cost per minute for each. It might 
take you two minutes to download a genuinely use- 
ful piece of software from a bulletin board - total 
cost 20p or so. You might spend anything from two 
minutes to an hour roaming round a bulletin board 
service, costing up to a quid or two. 

Problems occur when excited users forget: how 
long they've ben ‘on the air’ as they downloaded 
megabyte after megabyte of free software then 
receive a metre long BT bill. 

О. I run a small business. Should I get a fax or a 
modem? 


| A. A fax. That device will allow you to contact your 


wholesalers, solicitors or the receivers when the 
business sinks.

The comparison is possibly invidious, but it's the 
natural one to make. 


Steering into trouble? 

Authors Cornwall and Gold — the latter being 
famous for his prosecution BT over the Great 
Prestel Hack — are clear about the problems from 
the start. ‘Hacking is an activity like few others — 


conventionally and legally acceptable,' they say. 
One wonders from which side. 

Their basic principle is that hacking is a harm- 
less pastime, indulged in by people how just like 


they point out, is 90% down to simple false infor- 
mation entry — old-fashioned embezzlement — 
rather than modem-based electronic larceny. 
Most computer crime is committed by employees 
against employers — by people with inside knowl- 
edge that no outside hacker can ever get. 

Even the business of the West German hackers 
selling secrets to the Soviets was a hoax, they 
believe. They don't say whose, but the fact that 
one of them was a paranoid seems to pass the 
blame away. 

There's plenty of technical information here 
especially on communications — a notoriously jar- 
gon-ridden subject. The process of hacking from 
the hardware you need to the Sort of passwords 
and tricks you can use to get into systems are all 
gone into in plenty of detail. 

They list the most common passwords, for 
example, as HELP, TEST, TESTER, SYSTEM etc., 
through SEX and its various Synonyms and linked 
concepts, to PHONE and FRED (the last being the 
easiest word for a one-finger typist to enter, as is 
obvious from looking at a keyboard).

Prestel for action 
One particularly revealing passage is Gold's 
description of the Great Prestel Hack. It all 
Started with his partner, Robert Schifreen, find- 
ing out by trial and error that he could access 
Sensitive areas of Prestel using the identity G 
Reynolds, the ID 2222222222, and the password 
1234. From here Gold and Schifreen accessed 
parts of Prestel that enabled them to change 
pages and examine private individuals' mail- 
boxes. 

The most interesting name on the accounts list 
was HRH The Duke of Edinburgh (though his 
mailbox had not been used for over a year when 





| his partner Robert Schifreen looked into it). 


BT's eventually unsuccessful action against 
them for ‘uttering a forgery’ failed on the grounds 
that no physical ‘instrument’ required to make 
their action illegal had been made; whether or 
not а password ‘exists’ in a physical sense is a 
nice point 

It cost BT two million. They could have done 
Gold and Schifreen for the theft of electricity, but 
the fines would have been small, The case estab- 
lished that there was not necessarily anything 
illegal about some forms of hacking and that's 
how things still stand — for now. 

It's difficult to know what to think about this 
book. Despite the authors' constant assertions 
that real hackers are interested in how things 
Work, not stealing, and that the real crooks are 
disgruntled bank employees altering the com- 
puter from the inside, you do get the same suspi- 
cions that you'd have on meeting that early 
morning snooper in your front room. Only one per 
cent of computer crímes are discovered, accord- 
ing to police figures quoted, which doesn't help 
you sleep at night if your accounts happen to be 
computer based. 

However, as a handbook for hackers, it is 
excellent: full of useful detail on how to hack 
harmlessly into systems and see how they 
Work, level-headed and Sensible. It has large 
amounts of new material and is more extensive 
than its preceding three editions, and the 
addition of Steve Gold's material makes it well 
Worth the price. How legitimate the activities 
described in the book will be this time next year 
is in doubt, but meanwhile, it'll certainly help you

Which brings me nicely onto a letter I 
have hear from John R Hudson of Hudders- 
field 

“The CPC is a classic; the 6128 can run 
virtually every major programming lan- 
guage, versions of several major software 
packages, bit mapped and object-oriented 
drawing packages and communications soft- 
ware. 

"It needs а matching colour printer (per- 
haps Colourdump will remedy this) and a 
hard disk (perhaps a SCSI interface for the 
Cirtech hard disk would fit the bill) 

"It has suffered in the UK from being 
repositioned’ as a games machine when it 
ought to have swept the educational market. 
It is still the best ‘all round’ computer, offer- 
ing good games and software for the com- 
puter illiterate and high powered software 
and a reliable, easily understood architec- 
ture for programmers. 

Because it is a good ‘all rounder’, it will 
never attract those wanting а computer for 
specialist applications, but neither need it 
go out of fashion this century. It offers every- 
thing for а newcomer to computing - what- 
ever age ~ and while newcomers will always 
be a minority of the total market, they will 
be a significant minority in the UK, EEC and 
the rest of Western and Eastern Europe for 
at least another decade. 

I would (1) give it an external facelift, e.g. 
new colour scheme, (2) look carefully at 
changing to a high resolution TV monitor 
(and/or TV modulator) when high resolution 
TVs are introduced in the early 90s and (3) 
consider the feasibility of reworking the 
video RAM to take advantage of higher reso- 
lution screens while keeping the original 464 
mode. Otherwise, I would leave well alone.

Cartridge Storage 


QL users have developed several ingenious 
ways of storing their Microdrive cartridges 

The cheapest form of storage is simply 
to stick the cartridge cases together, with 
glue, in little blocks, a bit like a chest of 
drawers. I first saw this technique used by 
Tony (QDOS) Tebby. Unfortunately, the 
case tops and bottoms aren't quite parallel, 
so the resultant ‘blocks’ look a bit funny, 
unless you reverse every other case. You 
then have to access the cartridges from both 
sides of the ‘block’. 

‘Some photographic slide boxes appear 
to be made especially for cartridges. I still 
use one someone gave me a long time ago, 
made by Gepe, which holds 30 cartridges. 
You might be able to scrounge suitable 
boxes from someone who takes a lot of 
slides, or your local photographic shop.

There are many programs on the market 
which break the copy protection on your 
cassette or disk based programs and allow 
you to make back-up copies. 

So long as the copies are for personal 
use only and you don't distribute them to 
your friends, then it's perfectly reasonable to 
back up expensive software. 

Although software in cartridge form is 
а lot more resilient to heat, magnetic fields 
etc, it can still be damaged by unplugging 
from the computer when still in operation, 
being dropped or stood on or coming into 
contact with liquids. 


Unfortunately, programmers have 
ignored the cartridge when it comes to back- 
up programs. 


But there is a way to do it. It's a very 
simple operation and it guarantees the 
integrity of cartridge software (it's also a lot 
easier to boot cartridge software from disk, 
than switching off the computer, plugging in 
the cartridge and repeating the process for 
every new cartridge you wish to use). 

Here's how. 


Cartridge copying 

When a cartridge is present in your machine 
it occupies RAM space between addresses 
40960 and 49151 











You can examine the contents of these 
addresses with а simple memory peeking 
ptogram (I shall provide one next time). 

Because the cartridge appears to the 
operating system as a series of contiguous 
memory locations you can perform a 'binary 
save' from Atari DOS thereby allowing you 
to save the contents of the cartridge to disk. 

Boot dos and select option K - binary 
save, When prompted for the file and 
address information, type in the following 
BJ (the filename should be 
something relevant to the contents of the 
cartridge), A000 (this is address 40960 in 
hexadecimal notation), BFFF (the cartridge 
end address, again in hex notation) and 
there you have it, one saved cartridge. Sim- 
ple, right? 

To use the saved cartridge software 
from disk, boot DOS and select the binary 
load option, giving the correct filename. 

Next week I shall provide you with a 
little memory peeking program and a discus- 
sion of some of the more important 8-bit 
addresses.
